DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. There are many similarities between the applicant's invention and the invention 
of Schmanski et al. (US patent 5,189,822). However, Schmanski et al. fail to disclose a 
portion of at least one clamping slide (15) being received within said undercut groove 
(6), an end of said at least one clamping slide (15) remote from the center of the 
undercut groove (6) forming a holder for one longitudinal edge of the cover (5) and of 
the information carrier (4) not engaging in the guide grooves (2, 3). No other prior art 
reference in the record whether taken alone or in combination can solve this 
dissimilarities.
